PLENTY OF HOGS TO COME. 


Our annual investigations and _ reports 
gathered from our correspondents in corn 
producing States lead us to believe that there 
will be plenty of hogs coming to the Western 
markets during the latter part of January 
and the month of February and thereafter. 
The farmers seem to have been compelled to 
send a lot of hogs to market prematurely 











during September and October, owing to the 
stringency of money. This, together with the 
larger demand for poultry, made hogs some- 
what scarce during the month of November 
and part of December, although they are 
coming in better now than they did before. 
January will still see an improvement and 
February will bring, in our opinion, good fat 
hogs, rather too fat to be available for much 
better than lard rendering purposes. The 
hogs coming to market now are good and 
well finished, and are the: most desirable 
class, and they will. continue to be that: for 
some time. 

A good many small ones are coming in, 
which is due to the fact that some farmers 
are afraid of hog cholera. This disease has 
prevailed to an extent in the State of Iowa, 
but its ravages have not been very severe, 
and the hog crop expected in that State will 
still be an average crop, or about two-thirds 
of a good crop. Packers, as a rule, while com- 
platning that they cannot get enough hogs, 
are selling May options and are evidently in 
accord with our opinion that there are plenty 
of hogs to come. Nevertheless we do not ex- 
pect extremely low prices next year, since 
the consumption and the foreign demand 
have increased largely and will hold, provid- 
ing the workmen can keep their work in the 
factories and are thus placed in a position to 
buy pork. 


The jingoes in and out of Congress are 
clamoring for war with Spain, but ‘they 
never stop to consider the disastrous effect 
which such a war must necessarily have up- 
on the commerce and general business of the 
United States. If any one thinks that it will 
benefit us to have ships bearing American 
consignments attacked or arrested on the 
high seas, or if any one believes that war 
with a European nation would not arouse the 
sympathy, if not co-operation, on the part 
of other foreign nations, then he may. learn 
a lesson from history. The United’ States 
would never be allowed to fight Spain single 
handed, and a war, would, in our opinion, 
have the most disastrous effect on the pro- 
vision market and on the general markets 
and farm produce that could possibly be 
imagined. We do not believe in war, and 
would only be glad to have the conservative 
sense of the American merchants assert it- 
self to such an extent that even “war talk” 
will cease to be an element of danger to our 
commerce and our industries.

appointed committee. We are glad to say 
that these attempts have not proven success- 
ful, and than in a recent arbitration case the 
good sense of the members has prevailed and 
public opinion has sustained and upheld the 
committee, in spite of a good deal of agita- 
tion which was gotten up by the defeated 
party.

since our last. Receipts of hogs have con- 
tinued to run under estimates continuously at 
Chicago, though not so largely as of late, be- 
cause daily estimates have been materially 
reduced, while at other points farther West 
receipts have been quite fair, as they were 
last week. This is attributed to the short 
supply of hogs from Iowa, owing to the 
prevalence of hog cholera, as noted in our 
last, and confirmed since by the Iowa State 
report, making the loss 30 per cent. of the 
crop.

Indeed, this 
cause is expected to have its influence till in- 
to January, although parties who have inves- 
tigated the situation claim that there will be 
plenty of hogs after the holidays are fairly 
over and people have settled down to busi- 
ness for the new year, since country roads 
are in fine condition and the hogs are coming 
to market well “finished,” at all Western 
packing centers. As to the extent of losses 
by cholera, outside of Iowa, there has been 
no additional information this week, though 
as noted in our last, it is scarcely probable, 
if possible, that so serious damage should oc- 
cur in Towa without considerable, if not a 


corresponding amount, in other States, in the | 


same latitude. At all events, with this week 
half the winter packing season is gone, and 
good receipts from now on will be needed to 
prevent a change in the speculative position 
of these markets. This has been illustrated 
during the financial troubles of this week in 
Chicago, which weakened the grain markets, 
in face even of a sudden and unexpected ac- 
tivity in wheat for export, following a big 
demand for corn the previous week, while 
provisions were firmer, instead of weaker, on 
these bank failures, owing, according to de- 
spatches, to good support of the latter from 
the packers. When it is remembered that the 
packers have been the chief bears on these 
markets for months, and ready to seize upon 
every opportunity to break prices, so that 
they could cover their heavy lines of shorts 
for January, it will readily be seen why they

ticipation and the bank failures, provisions 
must be regarded in a very strong position to 
withstand both without breaking, when they 
had no other support than the short interest 
of packers. This is the speculative position, 
as it has been since early autumn, when the 
packers put out their heavy January short 
sales on the then heavy receipts of hogs dur- 
ing the months of September and October, 
for that season of the year, in anticipation of 
much heavier ones when the packing season 
It is now learned from parties 
recently from the West that the heavy re- 
ceipts of those two months were due to the 
tight money market and the fear of the re- 
sult 6f the election on the price of farm com- 
modities, and hence the free and premature 
marketing before election and the light run 
of hogs since those two disturbing causes 
have disappeared. If, therefore, these reports 
of ample supplies of hogs back, to come for- 
ward with cold weather, shall prove true, 
we may not see much improvement in prices; 
but if they do not increase early in January, 
it is quite likely that the demand from shorts 
to cover January contracts may make livelier 
times in these markets in the near future. 
This certainly would have been the case be- 
fore if there had been any concentrated long 
holding or bull leader, but the absence of 
both have made it practical for the packers 
to control the market, even with late condi- 
tions against them, barring the stagnation in 
spot trade, which is still in their favor. There 
is nothing further than this at all new or in- 
teresting in the situation of the market for 
hogs or hog products, except that a consid- 
erable business has been done in lard and 
bellies for Cuba again this week in anticipa- 
tion of the higher duty after Jan. 1, but 
with this week this demand will end, while 


| there has been nothing from Europe except a 


moderate demand for bellies at the late re- 
duction in prices, with some outside inquiry 
and business for the coal region.

Beef products have been firm at the im- 
provement noted in our last, without further 
change in prices, and the reason given 
by parties lately looking over the situation in 
the West, is that the supply of fat cattle is 
and will be small for the coming season, 
while the supply of native and Southwest or 
Texan cattle of an inferior grade is plentiful, 
and promises to be in the near future. Trans- 
actions for the week have been as follows: 

On Saturday last prices in Chicago of fu- 
ture products advanced 244@5c., though the 
receipts of hogs were about as estimated, but 
estimates were reduced for the present week. 
Late on Friday 750 tes. of prime Western 
lard were sold in New York, to arrive, at 
4.124, chiefly to the local trade, though some 
of it went to Cuba, on a basis of about 5c. 
more for new than old, the former being pre- 
ferred for-that market; 3.75 was the asking 
price for city lard for refining, without trade, 
while tank Western was nominal at 3.774@ 
3.80 New York. Hogs in New York were \e. 
higher, and in some cases more, while they 
were generally unchanged in the West. 

On Monday receipts of hogs in the West 
were 74,000, against 76,000 a year ago, and 
prices generally unchanged, with products 
2%c. up for the day, on moderate business. 
The price of cash lard in New York was nom- 
inal at 4.124%46@15 for old and 4.20 for new 
asked, with city bid 3546@3% asked, while re- 
fined for the Continent was raised from 4.35 
to 4.45, with South America and Brazil un- 
changed. Green meats in Chicago were ad- 
vanced to 75 for 16-Ib hams, 8 for 14-Ib, 8% 
@8% for 12-T, with a little business doing 
there on that basis for Eastern account, and 
on the basis of 844@85% for S. P. 16-Tb hams; 
but the New York demand for both Western 
green and city cured meats is very limited, 
owing to hard times, small consumption and 
the cheap prices of poultry and fresh meats, 
which are largely taking the place of pickled 
meats, in which no business was reported. 

On Tuesday receipts of hogs in the West 
were 81,000, last year, a holiday, with only 
28,000 at Chicago, with prices unchanged and 
products 244@5 off on January and 24% off bid 
on May, owing to the switching operation 
from the former month to the latter, on 
which day the International Packing Com- 
pany was reported to have switched 30,000 
bbls of pork from the former month to the 
latter, at 30c. difference. In our last we inad- 
vertently made the Continental Packing Co.

York, were shut out of the Havana steamer 
for Wednesday, together with sufficient other 
eargo to fill the Saturday steamer for Ha- 
vana, which is the last by which shipments 
can be made to get into that port under the 
present rate of duty, showing a bigger busi- 
ness done in bellies for that market than had 
been reported, as considerable consignments 
went out on last week’s steamers, also for 
the same market, as well as of lard, noted in 
our last. Spot business in New York was 
scarcely worth mention, old Western lard be- 
ing offered at 4.12% in new packages, and 
4.10 in old, with 4.05 the best bid for the lat- 
ter, 4.17% asked for cost and freight new, 
with one tank at 3.80 and more offered; 75 
tes. of city lard were sold at 35%, or \ off the 
last price; hogs were unchanged in New York 
at well as at the West; only 150 bbls. pork 
were reported, in job lots, at old prices, there 
having been little or no West Indian demand 
this week. Sales of beef for the week, 400 
tes. extra India mess and 800 bbls. city pack- 
et and family, at unchanged prices, as per 
quotations below.. Canned beef remains dull 
at old prices to the home trade, notwithstand- 
ing the good export trade done recently di- 
rect in the West for Europe, chiefly for the 
Continent, and largely for France. Nothing 
whatever reported doing in city cured meats, 
green ditto unchanged. 

On Wednesday receipts of hogs at the West 
were 79,000, against a holiday last year, with 
prices slightly off at some points, but gener- 
ally unchanged, while products, after opening 
firmer on 2,000 less hogs at Chicago than ex- 
pected, eased off 24% for the day all around, 
both January and May, on the settled condi- 
tion of financial affairs in the West, which 
induced some realizing by the longs and some 
selling of January stuff by the packers, even, 
or carriers, fearing tight money and further 
in failures already reported, have had a very 
in failure salready reported, have had a very 
unsettling effect in commercial and financial 
circles, as no oné knows what rotten spot may 
next be uncovered, nor where it may be 
found. Trade was fairly active in switching 
January to May. Spot business, 250 tierces 
of old Western lard for export, to arrive New 
York, at 4.10 and 2.50 more on private terms, 
but for what market was not reported. New 
lard is held at 4.15, cost and freight, or at a 
premium of 5c. over old, owing to the de- 
mand in Chicago from short packers for new 
to fill January contract, as old is not good 
delivery in the market after this month. This 
is a most unusual thing, as old lard is as 
good as new for practical purposes, and this 
premium on the latter indicates how heavily 
short that market is on January products 
generally. In city lard 35c. was bid and “4c.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW.—This week’s market has been 
a small affair, but little over a half of the 
days being devoted to business, and that only 
of a holiday character, resulting in some ac- 
cumulations of stock at all points, except per- 
haps Chicago, and for choice packers’ tallow, 
while the export demand noted last week 
proved to be special, or at least only tempor- 
ary, as then indicated, since when there has 
been no inquiry even, and cable refusals have 
not been responded to by counter bids near 
enough the market to amvuant to anything. 
The reason has been the English markets 
have hardly held the advance of last week, 
under further arrivals of Australian, in ex- 
of English wants, which has enabled

This, with the continued holding off 
the market of one of the principal New York 
melters of their entire production 
had the effect to strengthen prices also, as 
noted above, in spite of the disappearance of 
the little export demand experienced last 
week, and of any prospect of important re- 
quirements from that source in the near fu- 
ture. Outside of this one melter, New York 
producers were supposed to be sold up to 
their current production at the close of the 
week, while this melter was then estimated 
by the trade to hold a little over 3,000 hhds., 
since when there has been a production of 
between 800 and 900 hhds. for the week, ow- 
ing to the decreased production of oleo stear- 
ine and oils, as noted above. As there have 
been to this writing only 100 to 200 hhds. of 
city sold, it would leave at least 600 hhds. to 
be added to the stock this week, less 200 
more deliverable on weekly contracts, or 400 
to 500 hhds. more stock in New York at the 
close than a week ago. Holders of country 
tallow have also pressed sales less freely, for 
the same reason, and prices have appreciated 
wc, during the week, with city.

business, local and export, at quotations be- 
low. ¥ 

STEARINES have been dull and n nal- 
ly steady, both East and West, at last week’s 
prices both for oleo and lard stock. But re- 
finers and exporters were not generally in the 
market, while the purchases of last week re- 
duced accumulations so that there has been 
no pressure to sell. The only sale reported 
since our last has been of 50,000 ID oleo in 
New York, to local refiners, at 4%c., which 
is the best price bid in Chicago, and 44c. 
asked, without a transaction reported there 
so far, and not a bid from exnorters at New 
York to this writing. Western lard stearine 
has been nominal at 4c. New York, , and 
city 444c., with the chief local presser sold up 
for a week to come. In yellow grease stear- 
ine the difference noted in our last between 
exporters and local pressers has been suf- 
ficient, so far as reported, to prevent busi- 
ness, yellow being nominal at 3%4c., as ob- 
tainable last week, and 3\4c. asked. White 
stearine has not been in demand, and is nom- 
inal at our quotations below. 

OILS have been entirely nominal, so far as 
reported, since our last, when the market 
was 34 florins in Rotterdam for the best 
brands of extra. That quotation is still sup- 
posed to be the nominal price for small lots, 
though the absence of business would seem to 
indicate a dull, easy market. 

TALLOW. 

On Wednesday nothing whatever was re- 
ported at New York or the West, either in 
city or country, and no changes in prices, 
while exporters were entirely out of the mar- 
ket, and claimed to have no bids even, nor in- 
quiries. 

» STEARINES. 

On Wednesday no change, no business and 
no inquiry was reported East or West, buy- 
ers being entirely out of the market, both 
home and export, the purchases made last 
week having been all that shippers seem to 
want for the present, either in oleo stearine 
or lard, while the order in the market, noted 
in our last, for yellow grease stearine, has 
been withdrawn since last week, owing to the 
demand of holders here for 4c, more than 
shippers could pay. 

OILS. 
On Wednesday no reports were received 


from Rotterdam, or at least made _ public, 

while quotations were nominally unchanged, 

with little doing in the local market, and lit- 

tle offered by pressers, ‘at late quotations.

PACKER HIDES.—Under the conditions 
of general trade it has been a surprise to 
many that the hide market has not shown 
more decline, but to those that have followed 
the market closely for a year or more, this is 
no surprise. It is well known by such that 
tanners are not carrying a large stock either 
of hides or leather, and at the same time the 
hide men have only moderate stocks on hand, 
so that one can well understand that the hide 
men need not, neither will they, sacrifice their 
stocks, knowing full well that all they have 
or will have will be wanted by tanners at 
fair prices. The same conditions operate with 
the tanners. Why should they sell leather at 
low prices and put in high priced hides? We 
mention these things to show why the hide 
market holds so strong, and as we have fre- 
quently stated in these columns, no one need 
be surprised to see prices hold or even show a 
slight advance. Of course, at this time of 
year the hides are getting longer haired, and 
to hold them is in reality an advance. The 
Chicago packer hide market is, if anything, 
stronger than weaker. Several thousand 
hides of various grades have been sold since 
our last report at full quotations. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 Ib and up, 
8%@9c., with sales having been made at 8*\c., 
though packers now ask 9c. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, are steady and firm at 7%c., with 
talk of Se. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 Ib, are steady 
at 8e., with the light selections at 74. 

No. 1 COLORADO OR SIDE-BRANDED 
STEERS, 60 ID and up, 7c., with packers 
holding firm at that figure. 

BRANDED COWS, 7\4c., with a sale of 
5,000 at that price. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, 55 Ib and up, 84c., 
with sale of 5,000 at that price and 3,000 
light cows at private terms. 

BULLS, 7%c., with bids of 74c. for na- 
tives and 5%c. for branded, with sales of 
about 2,000 branded at 5\4c. 


COUNTRY HIDES.—The country hide 
market has developed more strength, and 
tanners that were talking 7c. for buffs have 
for the present been sadly disappointed, as 
the market advanced at least 4c. It is very 
hard to predict what course the country hide 
market will take. It is well understood that 
the supply of buff hides is small and not like- 
ly, so far as one can judge, to be in large sup- 
ply for a long time. Under such conditions it 
is not to be wondered at that the prices are 
firm. The tanners have for some time made 
strong efforts to get hides lower, and at one 
time thought that they would get prices con- 
siderably lower, but it does not look so just 
at this time. Buff hides, 40 to 60 Tb, are well 
sold up, and are now quoted 7%4c. strong, 
with sales at that figure, with the No. 2’s at 
7\%4c. The dealers have none on hand to of- 
fer, and with advancing prices will not sell 
ahead. One dealer asks 8c., but no sales re- 
ported at that figure. It is reported that 
buffs have been sold at Ohio points at Tc 
flat. If so, that is equivalent to 8c. for No. 
1’s. It is useless to even predict what course 
the market will take in the near future, but 
just at this time it does not look like lower 
prices.

SUMMARY. 


To summarize the market under present 
conditions is not an easy job, for with the 
whole trade very quiet there is but little that 
can be said except what one may give as the 
opinion of himself or some one else. There is 
one thing, however, that has surprised many, 





and that is, that all through 
sion prices have held so well. It is true that 
hides have declined but it is also true that 
hides were advanced too much and too rapid- 
ly, so much so that tanners saw but one 
course open for them, and that was to keep 
out of the market until stich times as hides 
got to a point where they felt safe in buy- 
ing them. Now that prices are lower there is 
more safety in buying, especially so as the 
prices of leather hold firm, and it is believed 
will continue so for some time. 

There can be but little doubt that a very 
few more weeks will bring us to a more ac- 
tive business in all kinds of leather, and that 
very naturally will have an influence on 
hides. Already there is more activity in the 
leather market, and some of the most level 
headed have come in and placed orders rather 
than wait until all will want to buy. Seldom 
in the history of the trade has it been in bet- 
ter position to hold for firm prices, with an 
almost certainty that they will get the prices 
asked.

Prices were fairly sustained for first three 
days of week. Then a bad break, as Kansas 
City market could not hold up with all other 
markets lower. Some good Christmas lambs 
and muttons on the market. Armour pur- 
chased some Shropshire lambs, 95 pounds av- 
erage at $5; also some lambs, 87 and 99 
pounds average sold at $5. Some Christmas 
weathers sold at $4, going 116 pounds aver- 
age. A lot of New Mexican ewes, finished by 
Nebraska feeding, sold at $3. Some Utah 
days ago at $1.50 were fed in Kansas and 
sold last week at $2.80, showing a pretty fair 
profit. 


KANSAS CITY HIDE MARKET. 


The packer hide man is again trying to 
climb the saddle of high prices—the question 
is, whether he will succeed or not. To be 
sure, there are some pretty strong points in 
his favor, and also some reasons why prices 
should not advance higher than at present 
prices. The present small stocks on hand— 
the small kill of the holiday season, both in 
his favor; and also the fact that the tanners 
who refused to purchase a week ago at the 
then asking prices, have finally purchased at 
the packer’s ideas of value. On the other 
hand, we are in the midst of the holiday sea- 
son—nearly all the merchants are taking 
stock, footing up as to how the past year 
fared with them, and there is no doubt that 
with some the profit account will not show 
very large. This, therefore, will make tan- 
ners cautious in their purchasing, and will 
use the plea of long haired hides to endeavor 
to keep prices down. Then more or less the 
mercantile public is getting to be a very deli- 
sate barometer, and the least unfavorable 
news of any description has a tendency to 
lower prices. Leather does not respond to the 
high prices that has been paid for hides, and 
some of the tanners are yet chewing the cud 
of losses from former purchases of hides. But 
with all this against higher prices, there is 
no doubt but that a great many tanners are 
short of hides, and the outlook for the future 
in business circles is a thing that cannot be 
ignored, and heavy Texas at 8c. at this sea- 
son of the year seems a pretty sure price, and 
while native steers may be more abundant in 
the next four months to come, still there 
seemingly will be no overplus of them, and 
8i4c. would seem to be bedrock. Branded 
cows of the Texas pattern are now scarce; 
fro this out there will be more of the butt 
brands among them; therefore, hides large 
and spready, and if they maintain their price 
at 7c. it will be a fair price, both for the pur- 
chaser and the packer. Tanners have not suc-

WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A WAITING MARKET 
is about all we have had up to this writing 
since our last. Yet there have been but three 
full business days in the interim, to be suc- 
ceeded by only one more business day and 
two holidays, which practically makes a holi- 
day of the entire week, under which circum- 
stances very little business could be expected. 
Besides, the foreign demand then noted, has 
entirely dropped out, the transaction last 
week having been either to fill on contracts 
or on some special order, as then indicated. 
In fact, our market has not been on general 
export basis since the old short contracts 
were filled last fall, while the English mar- 
kets have eased off during this week suf- 
ficiently to bring her prices on both cotton 
oil and tallow below a parity with our mar- 
kets again, with an abundant supply of the 
former coming forward from Egypt and of 
the latter from Australia sufficient for the 
present to supply both the English and Medii- 
erranean markets. Yet in this entire absence 
of foreign demand our market has been held 
more steadily, and at times 4c. higher, at 
23l4c., New York, by some of the leading 
producers and holders. In fact, they have been 
about the only buyers of any account for the 
week, so far as prime summer yellow is con- 
cerned, of which they took the offerings 
made by smaller refiners on the basis of 23c. 
spot, with the carrying charges added up to 
January, and even into February, giving the 
appearance of an advance, though really 
there has been no change from last week. 
This has been the only feature in the New 
York market for refined oil, while local refin- 
ers’ wants have been small, and only for an 
occasional car lot of tank crude, which has 
been held at 1644c. by Atlantic and Southeast 
coast mills, with 154@16\‘c. bid, and an odd 
ear lot here and there sold at 16@16%c. But 
there has been a good legitimate demand 
from Western refiners for crude oil, and 
17\%4c. at Mississippi Valley points, at which 
40 tanks have been reported since our last. 
This, of course, was at a decline from late 
asking prices of 18@18%c., but it showed a 
better refining demand than had been sup- 
posed possible, at no greater concessions; for 
it had been accepted that no further demand 
was likely from that Source until after the 
new year, owing to the heavy purchases of 
over a month ago by the Chicago refiners. 
This has, therefore, helped to steady the mar- 
ket, in the absence of export demand, and 
encouraged producers to hold, steadily in the 
expectation that foreign business will come 
n again on the recent decline in ocean 
freights, after the 1st of January. At the

On Monday 500 bbls. prime yellow, to ar- 
rive, were bought by producers from the 
agents’of other mills at 23c., while 1544c. was 
bid and 16%4c. asked for crude at the South- 
and no transactions reported. 

On Tuesday 1,200 bbls. of prime summer 
yellow were sold in lots of 100 to 500 bbls. 
each, delivered as follows: 200 bbls. Dec.,

March, 25c., all bought by the local trade, 
chiefly by one concern, and from about as 
many different producers or their agents, as 
there were lots. There were sales also of one 
tank at South Carolina mills at 16c. for 
erude, 2 cars at Southeast coast mills at 
16%4c., bulk, and 40 tanks ditto at 1744c., in 
the Mississippi Valley to go West, chiefly to 
Chicago, part done recently.

Wednesday’s market was a blank, both in 
crude and refined, although a prominent ex- 
porter said that 5,000 bbls. of new prime 
summer yellow could be placed for export at 
3c. f. o. b., but that only small lots could be 
bought at that figure, while round ones are 
held at 23%4c. Yet no bids for export were 
reported in the open market, while there were 
offers of small lots on the dock at that figure, 
at which the 200 sold on Tuesday, as noted 
above, for December, was made, and no buy- 
ers at that.

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CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET . 


The past week has been nothing but a holi- 
day market, there is no speculation and very 
little option trading except in the way of 
changing from January to May. There has 
beer less said about hog cholera this week 
than the week before, and the bears seem to 
have recovered from their scare of cholera 
reports, and now say there is no danger but 
what there will be plenty of hogs, and good 
ones, to go areund. It is no question but 
what it is a hard matter to bull product in 
the face of the very light speculative trade, 
and the numerous bank failures. It is worthy 
ef note that the very sensational reports of 
hog cholera from Iowa and other points were 
not accompanied by buying orders of provis- 
ions: If the reports were as bad as reported 
it would seem as though the interested par- 
ties could scrape up money enough to margin 
250 bbls. of pork, and so baek up their state- 
ment. The cholera reports would cut more of 
a figure in the market and bears would have 
more respect for them if they read: “Hogs 
dying in droves; half the crop gone. Buy me 
500 May pork.” But they leave off the buy- 
ing part and fhe hog cholera part falls rather 
flat. Chicago financial matters have been 
very mueh disturbed by the failure of the 
Illinois National Bank, and they are very ap- 
prehensive that the end is not yet. A more 
rotten system of banking has seldom been 
brought to the notice of the public. The bank 
had a capital of $1,000,000, and according to 
the National Banking laws could loan $100,- 
000 to one party or corporation. Yet they 
leaned $2,400,000 to one company, $500,000 
to a son-in-law of the president, and $500,000 
to another relative. It looks as though the 
bank was run on a family basis and for the 
benefit of the family. While financial matters 
are so unsettled there will be very little in- 
vestment buying, and what trade there is, is 
of a scalping nature, and we look for some 
lower prices.

CASH PROVISIONS. 

Mr. N. J. Weil, of W. E. Webbe & Co., 
says of cash provisions, that demand for 
green and 8S. P. meats for January and fu- 
tures has been quite good the past week, 
green hams, 12-Ib, selling at 8%4c., 14-@ av- 
erage at 8c., 16-Ib average at 7144@75éc. for 
January. A great many of the packers are 
sold close up on hams for January, and not 
very anxious sellers to-day. Demand from 
the South for D. S. and bacon meats slack, 
yet orders are hard to fill, as stock of cured 
salt meats very light. From information he 
gets the South has not the quantity of hogs 
as last year, and will be buyers in Western 
markets much earlier than last year; he 
thinks ribs, especially, a purchase on any soft 
spot for future delivery. Market has remained 
steady for past week in spite of dullness and 
bad bank failures, and advises customers to 
keep off the short side and buy meats when 
packers seem anxious to sell. 


TIPS ON THE MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—A large short interest has been 
created in the ante-holiday markets, the dull- 
ness of the speculative trade having encour- 
aged the bears. The price, however, has not 
suffered materially, and we think those who 
have risked their money and reputation on 
the short side of the market will be forced 





within the next week to pay fancy prices in 
order to get in out of the wet. The price of 
wheat will be regulated by the law of supply 
and demand, and as it is admitted that there | 


is a shortage in the world’s supply, there 
must of necessity be an increased demand 
upon our stocks, which promises to. carry 
prices higher than at any time since 1891. 
PROVISIONS.—A strong point in the pro- 
vision market is hog cholera, now prevalent 
throughout the corn States. It has not made 


| itself felt as yet in the speculative market, as 
2 | trade is of too light a character at the pres- 
| ent time. 


It is particularly noticeable, how- 
ever, that offerings are very light, and this 
fact has created a firm market. We think 


buyers of pork or other hog products during 
the holiday quiet will have an opportunity 
early in the coming year to sell out at hand- 
some advances.—Robert H. Kelly & Co. 

WHEAT.—Another large decrease in the 
visible supply caused a sharp rally Monday, 
but since then the market has been dull, with 
a drooping tendency, resulting in a loss of the 
early gain. Speculation is still confined to 
professional operators in the various large 
cities, the country trader either being unable 
or unwilling to do anything at present, but if 
there is any truth in numerous reports re- 
ceived this week of serious damage to the 
growing crop, we are likely to see a revival 
of country speculation that may prove a very 
important factor later on. In this connection 
we desire to quote a letter received to-day 
from a correspondent in the central part of 
this State in whom we have the utmost confi- 
dence: 4 

“In your letter of the 16th inst. you speak 
of the wheat in several States ‘turning 
brown’ for some reason unexplained. There 
was a good reason for it, for up to the 20th of 
November the weather was very warm, the 
wheat had a rank and tender growth. It then 
turned cold—about 5 degrees below zero one 
or two nights, which will kill the tops of any 
tender wheat, if bare, but it remained green 
as long as it frozen up. With mild 
weather again it wilted and turned brown 
and dead. With the warm weather that we 
have had lately it begins to show some life. 
If the weather should turn cold again now, 
which it is likely to do, and get to 15 de- 
grees below zero, with no snow on the ground 
it will kill the wheat, as it is too tender to 
stand that degree of cold.” 

PROVISIONS.—Close practically the same 
as last Saturday. Receipts of hogs at the 
seven points were 422,000, against 357,000 
last week and 410,000 a year ago. In our

ABOUT EVAPORATORS. 


The prejudice against concentrating glue 
liquors in evaporators is due, as has been 
pointed out, to the unsatisfactory results ob- 
tained with faulty constructed evaporators, 
or to the carelessness in operating the ma- 
chines and in handling the glue liquors before 
and after evaporation. The points which 
must be observed in preparing the glue 
liquors for the evaporator have been men- 
tioned. A few words about evaporators will 
be welcome to those who need and desire in- 
formation on this matter. 

Glue evaporators may be classified in two 
groups; the first includes all the apparatus in 
which glue liquors are evaporated under or- 
dinary atmospheric pressure; the second em- 
braces all the machines wherein the liquors 
are evaporated under a partial or a more or 
less complete vacuum. The first class in- 
cludes open steam jacketed kettles of all sizes 
and shapes, evaporating vats wherein the 
heating surface is placed in form of steam 
pipes or coils, stationary or moveable, revolv- 
ing. It also includes the revolving steam 
drum type, whether such drum be of a plain 
cylindrical form, or whether it be provided 
with flanges and disks or pipe coils, all for 
the purpose to increase the heating surface 
in a given space. All of these evaporators, of 
which a great many forms are possible and 
have been suggested, and a number of them 
tried, may have certain advantages for some 
liquids; for glue liquors each and all of them 
are unsuitable. We will admit that occasion- 
ally these evaporators do fair work, that the 
results are satisfactory, but we are also con- 
fident that better results would be obtained 
in every case if a more suitable evaporator 
would be used. 

The open evaporators all have the one 
great disadvantage that the glue liquor must 











be raised to too high a temperatue in order 
to effect evaporation. It is not only the tem- 
perature of the liquor in itself, but especially 
the still higher temperature of the heating 
surfaces which is detrimental to the qualities 
of the glue. Water will boil at 212° F. at or- 
dinary atmospheric pressure, but glue liquors, 
especially when they become fairly well con- 
centrated, require a considerably higher tem- 
perature. The steam pressure in the heating 
coils, drums, jackets, etc., must be at least 
40 Ib to obtain sufficiently quick results, 
which would give the heating surface a tem- 
perature of about 290° F., which is far too 
high as to prevent under all circumstances a 
scorching of the glue, showing itself in a loss 
of strength or in a detrimental changé in the 
color of the glue. This is especially so when 
it is desired to concentrate glue liquors to 
such a degree as to impart to them a slug- 
gish, syrupy consistency; when the glue 
liquor stops to run freely; it is liable to stick 
to the heating surface of the apparatus and 
thereby becomes burnt and discolored. Glue 
liquors which are apt to separate either a 
flaky or salty sediment, are especially easily 
damaged in the direction mentioned, dut to 
the fact that the flakes, etc., readily adhere 
to the heating surface, become heated to a 
relatively high point, and then decomposed 
and discolored. This fault all the open evap- 
orators have, whether it be the ordinary jack- 
eted ketfle or a box with steam pipes or one 
of the revolving apparatus modelled after the 
type of the glycerine evaporator of Leon 
Droux. Some of these evaporators are so ar- 
ranged that the liquor to be concentrated re- 
mains only a relatively short time in contact 
with the hot surface, i. e., the liquor passes 
the apparatus relatively rapidly, entering it 
on one end, passing the heating surface and 
being discharged on the opposite end, thus 
making a continuous evaporator. The evil of 
exposing the glue liquor to a dangerously 
high temperature is thereby reduced in time, 
but it is not done away with. For these rea- 
sons open evaporators are not suitable for 
the concentration of glue liquors. The only 
method to accomplish this end satisfactory is 


: | 
to evaporate in vacuo, whereby the evaporat- | 


ing temperature is very materially reduced 
in intensity and the element of danger de- 
creased in the same ratio. Of the different 
constructions of such evaporators we will 
speak in our next issue.

MANUFACTURE OF SAUSAGE CAS. 
INGS AND PACKING SAME. 


The manufacture of sausage casings is ap- 
parently a very simple operation. In practice, 
however, it will be found that close attention 
to a good many details is required to produce 
not only good casings, but also in the form in 
which the trade demands same. In response 
to several repeated inquiries, we have secured 
from some of our contributors full descrip- 
tions of the processes and methods in use in 
the larger packing houses, and also of the de- 
tails of sorting and packing the casings. 

Sausage casings as they come from the 
slaughtered animal can be found embedded 
in large masses of fat and impregnated: with 
manure and slime, as the mucous matter is 
called. The object in view is to turn out a 
practically pure, clear membrane, free from 
every trace of dirt, fat and slime. 

The guts, with the accompanying fat, after 
removal from the slaughtered beast, are tak- 
en to a table, where each different kind of 
gut is separated from the accompanying fat, 
or “ruffle,” as it is called. The ruffle forms 
one of the best materials for the manufacture 
of oleomargarine. 

After separation from the fat the guts are 
held over a nozzle and moderately warm 
water run into them, in order to loosen up the 
manure contained in them. The manure is 
then squeezed out and the guts are thrown 
into a vessel of water to further remove any 
adhering dirt. They are then passed on to 
operators who carefully trim off with a knife 
all adhering fat, so that when they leave 
their hands they are as free from fat as is 
practicable. They are next passed on to men 
who turn them inside out. This is accom- 
plished, in the case of the long guts, by mak- 
ing an incision in the middle of the gut and 
passing each end into this while the gut is 
suspended over a peg. The natural slippery 
| character of the gut then easily accomplishes 
| of desired result of its own accord. This op- 
eration is done in the presence of large quan- 
tities of warm water of about 100° F. The 
“slime” or mucous which exists on the inside 
of the gut is now (the latter having been 
turned inside out), on the outside of the gut, 
and it is removed by scraping the gut in 
water with an edged hardwood tool. The 
guts are now perfectly clean and free from 
all foreign matter such as dirt, manure, fat 





SAUSAGE RECEIPTS. 


FRANKFORT PORK SAUSAGE.—Made 
of pure pork, ham, shoulder, and belly moder- 
ately fat. It is most recommendable to use 
best quality of meat of good, firm consistency, 
of young, light hogs. If short of such meat, 
add one-third beef. First chop, say, 100 Ib 
pork to half a walnut size, add 10 oz. salt, a 
little water, and continue chopping until 
about size of a pea. Add 5% oz. white pep- 
per, 1 4-10 oz. mace, 15 pieces garlic, 10 shal- 
lots finely scraped. Chop to about corn size, 
break up the mass several times in the block 
without kneading. Fill into narrow salted 
beef casings of about 15 inches. Stuff firmly. 
Allow to dry 8 to 10 hours, smoke at about 
65° F. until of a reddish yellow color and 
seethe in boiling water or 30 minutes. No 
saltpeter should be used for this sausage. Is 
very delicious when hot.

They are now passed on to an inspector 
who cuts out any bad places and rejects any 
imperfect ones. At the same time he roughly 
measures them and reels them off into 
bunches about three feet long. These 
bunches are now drawn through a pile of 
moderately fine salt in such a manner as to 
bring every part in contact with the salt. 
They are then closely piled in a large box 
along with adhering salt and allowed to re- 
main over night. The next morning they are 
removed from the box, again thoroughly salt- 
ed, measured and sorted according to the de- 
mands of customers. 

They are then packed into barrels and sub- 
jected to pressure in order to make a compact 
package and get as much as possible into the

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cheese cloth to protect the upper layer from 
dirt from the head. In this shape about one- 
third of the weight of the casings is salt. 
They are usually sold in sets, round guts run- 
ning from 100 feet per set and middle guts 60 
feet per set. “Bung guts” are sold by the 
piece. 

The principal fa¢tors to success in getting 
out good casings are the most scrupulous 
cleanliness and the best facilities for rapid 
handling. Immense quantities of warm water 
accompany every operation up to that of salt- 
ing. Under proper management the casings 
are in salt two hours after the animal is 
slaughtered. This rapid handling gives no 
chanee for decomposition even in summer. 
When the proper details of manufacture are 
carried out the loss from imperfect casings is 
less than 5 per cent. 

Within the last ten or twelve years great 
strides have been made in the preparation of 
sausage casings by the use of machinery, a 
circumstance which was formerly considered 
aun impossibility. Cattle guts as well as hog 
casings can now be cleaned by a machine, de- 
signed specially for that purpose, together 
with a lavish use of fresh water, and a better 
and more handsome article can now be ob- 
tained than formerly.

SOAP MAKING. 
No. 23. 

THE SEPARATION OF GLYCERIN FROM FATS. 

In consequence of the high price of glycerin 
and the difficulties experienced in recovering 
this substance from spent lyes, attention has 
been directed to its extraction from the fats 
before the latter are used for soap making, on 
the principle employed in the treatments of 
stearin for candle making. 

For carrying out this design on a large 
scale a melting pan is required wherein the 
whole of the fats to be treated are melted 
over water, in the case of tallow and pure 
vegetable fats, or dilute sulphuric acid if the 
materials be impure—such as low grade tal- 
low, bone fat, palm oil. The vessel must be 
lined with lead, a wooden vat with a capacity 
of some 24% tons, lined with sheet lead about 
one-fifth of an inch thick, being well adapted 
io the purpose. When acid is used for the 
melting process the fat will have to be after- 
ward well washed with clean water, and in 
ull cases must be left to stand for several 
hours, in order that the fat and water may 
separate completely, the latter being finally 
drawn off from below, while the fat is trans- 





ferred to the autoclave either by gravitation 
or pumping. 

The autoclave should be large enough to 
treat 20 to 25 cwt. of fat at a time, its actual 
capacity requiring, however, to be much 
greater on account of the space occupied by 
the milk of lime, and the room to be left for 
the agitation of the mixture; the increase of 
bulk, due to condensed steam, having also to 
be taken into consideration. As a rule the 
walls should be three-fifths to seven tenths of 
an inch in thickness, and the general shape 
of the apparatus that of a vertical cylinder 
closed by dome-shaped covers at both ends. A 
manhole is provided at the top, and the ap- 
paratus is also fitted with safety and pressure 
valves, inlet and outlet cocks, a water gauge 
and an air tap. Above the autoclave itself is 
a small vessel serving for the preparation of 
the milk of lime of magnesia (this latter be- 
ing preferable in so far as the magnesia soap 
does not adhere so strongly to the sides of the 
vessel as lime soaps, the glycerin water being 
at the same time much purer). The fat being 
placed in the apparatus the lime or magnesia 
mixture is run in, and after closing the taps, 
steam—generated in a small high pressure 
boiler at about 8 to 10 atmospheric pressure— 
is admitted. The practice of employing the 
same boiler for autoclave work as serves— 
with the use of reducing valves—to supply 
steam for the engine and for boiling purposes, 
is in no way advisable. 

The autoclave is the most expensive ap- 
paratus in the whole establishment, but the 
eost varies with the fluctuations in the raw 
material copper. 

After the operation is completed, which will 
take eight to ten hours from the time the 
steam is introduced, the steam is shut off and 
the pressure in the autoclave allowed to sink 
to 3 or 4 atmospheres. At this pressure the 
effluent tap is carefully turned on, whereupon 
the contents of the apparatus are forced by 
the pressure up the discharge pipe and into 
an iron vessel situated at a higher level, 
where they are left to settle, the glycerin 
water collecting at the bottom and the lime 
soap swimming at the top. 

An important point in working the auto- 
clave is to insure perfect contact of steam 
and fat over the largest possible surface, and 
this can be secured only by allowing a certain 
proportion of steam to escape, thereby main- 
taining the internal circulation. Many appli- 
ances have been introduced for effecting the 
same object, but the foregoing is the simplest 
and most reliable. 

The settling tank should have a capacity of 
at least 40 ewt. From this vessel the glycerin 
is run off for further treatment, and the lime 
soap transferred to the decomposing ap- 


paratus, which consists of spacious (60 to 70 
ewt. capacity) wooden or iron vessels lined 
with one fifth inch sheet lead. Here the soap 
is boiled with acid water which has been 
raised to boiling temperature before the soap 
is introduced. This temperature is maintained 
for a further thirty to forty minutes by 
means of steam blown in through a perfor- 
ated leaden coil at the bottom, and after set- 
tling for a while the acid liquor is run off be- 
low, the fatty acids being removed to another 
vat—with the same fittings as the decompos- 
ing vessel—where they are boiled up again 
with fresh water, in order to free them from 
the final traces of mineral acid. After an in- 
terval of five or six hours of rest, the washing 
water is drawn off and the fatty acid re- 
moved for further treatment, whether to be 
made up into stearine or boiled for soap. 

The whole of the waste waters is collected 
in a pit—divided by partitions into several 
chambers—where any fatty matter carried 
away collects at the surface and may be 
skimmed off. 

To concentrate and purify the glycerin 
water, a little powdered slaked lime is first 
stirred in to convert any residual fatty par- 
ticlesintoinsolublelime soaps and throw them 


| down as a flocculent precipitate. After these 


have been filtered off the actual work of con- 
centration is carried on in copper lined ves- 
sels, indirect high pressure steam supplying 
the necessary heat; open vessels may be used, 
but for large works vacuum pans are prefer- 
able. When the density attains 28° B. the 
steam is shut off and the crude glycerin 
packed for delivery to the refiner. 

The use of magnesia for the saponification 
resultsin the production of light colored 
glycerin, that from palm kernel oil and simi- 
lar fats being easily obtained water white 
without much bone black being required. 
Magnesia saponification, however, must be 
earefully performed, or the results will be 
the reverse of favorable.

R. S., RICHMOND.—Your experience is in 
conflict with what we consider should be a 
suitable lard preservative. You evidently 
overestimate the properties of “formalde- 
hyde,” while your experimental tests with 
that and benzoin we fear are misleading. We 
consider these inadequate, for if the lard had 
been good and properly clarified it would not 
have become rancid in thrée months, even 
without any preservative; and the “carefully 
prepared benzoated lard” that becomes “dis- 
tinctly rancid” in three months must have 
been a very inferior article. Our experience 
is that pure clarified lard will keep sweet for 
from six to twelve months at least, and if 
benzoated with gum benzoin (not benzoic 
acid) it will be free from rancidity at the end 
of five or six years. 

T. A. S.. MEMPHIS.—By grinding your 
valve seats regularly the difficulty you speak 
of will be obviated. In oil mills this operation 
should be executed regularly and at least 
weekly. Hydraulic pressure will always find 
the most minute opening, which, is not reme- 
died, your pumps will suffer and will be un- 
able to maintain an uniformity of pressure. 
See that your gauge is in working order, also 
your relief valve. 

I. S., OSWEGO.—A salinometer is a glass 
or metal instrument by means of which the 
density of water is ascertained. It consists 
of a weighted bulb, to which is attached a 
graduated stem, and its action is to indicate 
the amount of salt held in solution in the 
water by floating higher or lower; higher for 
density, lower for freshness. Some are 
graduated into 33ds, and some to 32ds, each 
requisites necessary for bacon curing are salt, 
gallon of water. Care must be taken to use 
the salinometer at the temperature for which 
it is marked, as the densities of fluids vary 
in proportion to their temperature; 200° being 
the usual temperature of the water in which 
these instruments are tested, so that they 
may be used almost immediately on the water 
from the boiler ceasing to ooil. For the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the business you refer 
to, the salinometer is absolutely indispens- 
able. 

I. E., ST.LOUIS.—You speak of the diffi- 
eulty encountered in adequately defrosting 
meats and are evidently somewhat skeptical 
of the practicability of the process referred 
to in our issue of the 5th. Nevertheless, the 
defrosting process is suecessfully carried on 
to-day in Australia and London with un- 
doubted success, and we see no reason why it 
cannot be accomplished in an equally satis- 
factory manner here. 

BACON CURING, SPRINGFIELD.—The 
requisites necessary for bacon curing the salt, 
saltpeter, pure cane sugar and a safe neutral 
antiseptic. In general, bacon is cured by 
simply rubbing the sides with powdered salt, 
to which has been added a little saltpeter, 
then placing on flags or on the cellar floor. 
They are then covered with salt, to which 
has been added about 5 per cent. of saltpeter, 
and allowed to lie for a week. The salt is re- 
moved, and they are turned, rubbed again 
with salt, saltpeter and a little sugar, and al- 





lowed to lie covered with a fresh quantity of 
salt and saltpeter for another week. The salt 
is then all removed, and the sides are either 
hung up to dry, or allowed to lie in the cellar 
for another week, after which the bacon is 
ready for sale in the “green” state, or it may 
then be smoked and sold as smoked bacon. It 
is not possible, however, to produce bacon so 
satisfactorily by this old-fashioned method as 
by the improved methods which have come 
into use during recent years. 

B. T. R., IOWA.—Glue and skin grease are 
by-products in the manufacture of glue, size, 
ete., and are usually very dark in color, with 
a strong disagreeable odor, which does not 
appear in the resultant soap. They are liable 
to contain water and sulphuric acid, as well 
as traces of gelatin, etc. Their fatty acids 
solidify at about 100° F. (88° C.) 

S. E., BOSTON.—There are two systems 
used in the refrigeration of packing houses 
and cold storage. One is the direct expansion 
system, the other the brine circulation. The 
former derives its name from acting direct on 
the work to be performed, and is in. some in- 
stances preferred. Each has its advantages, 
but for further information we refer you to 
our advertising columns, where you will find 
the addresses of the leading makers in the 
United States. 

SUPERINTENDENT, HOUSTON. — If 
you send us along a sample of your cake we 
will analyze same, giving you an absolutely 
accurate report, together with suggestions 
for the removal of the drawbacks you refer 
to. 

WOODSTOCK.—A first-class cement for 
steam pipes is made as follows: Rub as fine 
as possible litharge, 2 parts; powdered slaked 
lime, 1 part; pulverized sand, 1 part; mix well 
with sufficient hot linseed oil varnish to form 
a stiff paste. Use while fresh and warm. 

BUTCHER, O.—Mix 16 parts salt, % of 
saltpeter and 1 of sugar. Rub each piece of 
meat required to be corned with mixture and 
afterward roll in same, leaving on whatever 
will adhere thereto. Wrap in linen cloth and 
pack in vessel, earthenware preferable. Scat- 
ter between each layer a little of the mix- 
ture. Turn in three days. Meat will be 
corned in eight days, and present a far more 
saleable appearance than that corned in 
liquid. 

X. ¥. Z.—(1) Gne, not the payee, who in- 
dorses a note before it is issued, or indorsed 
by the payee, is a joint maker of the note. 
(2) A common ¢afrier cannot by stipulation 
exempt itself from liability for loss occa- 
sioned by its own negligence. (3) The meas- 
ure of damages for goods converted is their 
actual value, and not what it would cost to 
replace them with new goods. (4) It would 
be more advisable to consult a good lawyer. 

R. A. F.. PENNSYLVANIA.—(1) Repre- 
sentations recklessly made as of one’s knowl- 
edge, without in fact knowing whether they 
are true or not, are actionable as fraudulent. 
(2)A bill of sale absolute on its face, in an ac- 
tion by the seller for possession of the prop- 
erty, may be shown by parol to have been 
given as security. (3) The mode of procedure 
as you suggest in your third question would 
be quite proper. (4) No, not that we know of.

TALLOW, SOAP, GLUE, FERTILIZER 
AND COTTON OIL TRADE NOTES.

The export business in American fertilizers 
amounted to about four million dollars in the 
ten months to Nov. 1. 

There has been a remarkable increase in 
the exports of tallow during the ten months 
to Nov. 1. The shipments were 79,772,646 
Tb, against 16,486,676 Ib for the similar pe- 
riod last year. The large increase in demand 
has come from Germany, France and the 
United Kingdom. 

An order has been signed by Justice Os- 
borne, of the Supreme Court, in the proceed- 
ings for the voluntary dissolution of the Hig- 
gins Soap Company, which requires Martin 
H. Day, temporary receiver, to deposit all 
moneys except those needed for immediate 
use, in the People’s Trust Co. Another order 
was signed which requires all persons inter- 
ested to show cause on Jan. 27, 1897, why 
the corporation should not be dissolved and 
its affairs wound up permanently. The peti- 
tioners for the dissolution of the company are 
the directors—Robert H. Thompson, Henry 
D. Norris and Martin H. Day. 


AMERICAN PAIL LARD ABROAD. 

During the present yéar American pail lard 
has been illustrating iat London how low it 
can go without killing off the supply, and so 
far it has established a pretty good record in 
this direction. It is certainly at the moment 
a little dearer than it was a short time since, 
having advanced by several shillings per cwt. 
from the lowest point, but it again receded to 
the figure where it now stands, and at which 
it is still very cheap. Twopence-halfpenny per 
ID first hand is all that is asked, and yet the 
demand remains remarkably poor, and seem- 
ingly there is no immediate prospect of a re- 
vival setting in. No details are at hand of the 
supply of pail lard alone, but the following 
figures will go to show that it has been ample, 
if we take it that this sort has been coming 
forward in due proportion to the other kinds. 
The imports of all kinds to the United King- 
dom for the ten months, January to October 
this year, were 1,512,429 cwts., as against 
1,432,374 cwts. for the corresponding period 
last year, being an increase of 80,055 ewts.. 
or about 6 per cent. If, however, we take 
the figures for the last three of these months, 
we find the increase has been about 28 per 
cent., the actual details being 451,354 cwts. 
this year, and 354,252 ewts. last—increase 
97,102 ewts.. No wonder, then, that prices 
have been low, and a dragging market has 
been experienced. 

Shipments from this country to England 
have been larger than usual owing to the 
poor home trade here, and the desire of hold- 
ers to turn their goods into money. Pressure 
to sell from these causes may be removed 
somewhat, and consequently smaller ship- 
ments to England may be expected. Mean 
while, stocks in London are ample to go on 
with, and the fact should have the effect of 
checking any undue rise in the price, but so 
uncertain are the various influences at work 
affecting lard, that it would not be surprising 
to see it go either up or down. Probably the 
retail price has not been lowered as much as 
it might have been to induce more consump- 
tion, but it is doubtful if much more would 
have been sold even if it had been offered to 
the public cheaper, for lard seems to be one 
of those articles to which the consumption 
has a limit, and that limit apparently has 
been reached.

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CATTLE EXPORTS TO ENGLAND 
INCREASING. 

According to a British government report 
the importation of American cattle into Eng- 
land is steadily on the increase. For the first 
five ‘months of 1896 it was 175,000 head, as 
compared with 112,000 for the same period 
last year. If this rate per month be sustained 
the year’s import will be over 400,000 head, 
or much larger than the exceptional importa- 
tions of 1892. The London and Liverpool 
markets have been so heavily supplied that 
the prices of American beeves have there 
fallen as low as 9@9lec.- per Tb (estimated 
dressed weight), while export steers were be- 
ing quoted at Chicago 3.75@4c. per Ib live 
weight. At these rates shipments must have 
been at a loss. 

The developments of the chilled beef import 
trade presents many interesting features, and 
is in many respects very similar to that of 
live cattle. Taking 600 TD as the average 
weight of cattle slaughtered for the dressed 
beef trade, last year’s export from this coun- 
try to England represented a number of ¢at- 
tle nearly equal to that exported alive, the 
latter being, however, heavier cattle. The 
past past five months’ export of chilled beef 
was. 108,759,600. Ib, as compared with 81,- 
841,066 Ib for the same period last year. At 
this rate the yéar’s export will be some 60,- 
000,000 Ib greater than in 1892. It seems still 
a matter of doubt which of the two branches 
of ‘the trade offers the largest profits. The 
Secretary of Agriculture, in his report for 
1895, says: 

“It appears to work out more profitably to 
transport live cattle. They are carried on 
parts of the ship that would otherwise be un- 
occupied. They do not require such special 
fittings and appliances as to debar the vessel 
from carrying other cargo when cattle are not 
available.” 


AN AMICABLE SETTLEMENT OF 
QUARANTINE LAWS. 


Hon. Sydney Fisher, of Ottawa, and Dun 
can MceEachran, Chief Inspector of Live 
Stock in the Canadian Government, have 
about coneluded their conference with Secre- 
tary Morton in regard to the proposed modi- 
fication of the Quarantine laws of the two 
countries. The regulations complained of, re- 
quiring long detention of cattle to be ship- 
ped from either country to the other, were 
put in force when there was danger from 
pleuro-pneumonia, but as a case of that dis- 
ease- has not been found in these countries 
within the last several years, the regulation 
has ceased to serve any good purpose. It has 
been practically decided between Mr. Fisher 
and Secretary Morton that the proper offi- 
cers in each country shall take up the ques- 
tion, and when an agreement has been 
reached as to all particulars it shall be pre- 
sented to the respective heads of departments 
for ratification.

TINNED MEATS. 

It will interest the home trade to know that 
all kinds of Australian and New Zealand 
tinned meats are packed in wooden cases, the 
number of tins varying with their respective 
sizes; as, for instance, a case of 6-Tb tins con- 
tains 12, a case of 4-Ib tins contains 18 or 24, 
and a case of 2-Ib tins contains 24, 36 or 4S 
tins. 

The contents of the tins also vary according 
to the process of preserving adopted by the 
different companies. The meats are generally 
sold at actual weights, less an average tare 
on the separate sizes, viz., 2-Ib tins give a 
tare of 8 oz., 4-ID tins give a tare of 14 oz., 
and 6-ID tins give a tare of 18 to 20 oz. 

The rejection consist of blown, washy, 
doubtful, collapsed and cracked solder tins, 
which are all thrown out of a parcel when 
being examined and allowed for in full. 

Our meats are, as is well known, also sent 
over in wooden cases, each containing the fol 
lowing number of tins: Of 1-Th, 48 tins; of 
2-Th, 24 tins; of 6-Ib, 12 tins: and of 14-Th, 6 
tins. Both roast and boiled beef coutain tins 
of 2-Ib and 6-Th, according to size: but 14-Tb 
tins are never packed unless as compressed 
corned beef. 


THE OLEO INDUSTRY. 


The annual report of the Internal Revenue 
Department, just issued, gives figures which 
show that the oleo industry is not yet dead 
by any means, though falling off somewhat. 
The average monthly production of oleowar 
garine for the last fiscal year was 4,237,769 
Ib, which is less than any year since 1892. 
There was a decrease in the number of per- 
sons engaged in the sale of oleomarguarine as 
well as in the preduction of the article, 
which seems to indicate that the law is hav- 
ing some of the effect intended. The total 
amount of oleomargarine produced last year 
was 51,599,933 Tb. 

Although the laws in several States abso- 
lutely forbid the manufacture or sale of oleo- 
margarine, yet such manufacture and sale is 
carried on, as is shown by the commissioners’ 
report. In Pennsylvania $22,000 was col- 
lected in tax, some of it for manufacturing 
and the remainder from licenses to retail and 
wholesale dealers. 

The largest was in the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania, where over $18,000 
was collected... There are 361 retail estab- 
lishments, 15 wholesale establishhhents and 2 
manufacturers taxed in Pennsylvania. 

But in New York the whole number taxed 
is only 50, while in New Jersey the whole 
number taxed is 170 and in Delaware 6. 

The amount of oleo revenue tax collected 
in Pennsylvania emphasizes the peculiar con- 
flict between the State and the National 
laws. The Federal Internal Revenue law al- 
lows oleo to be made and sold by the pay- 
ment of a tax, while the Pennsylvania law 
absolutely forbids its sale under any circum- 
stances. The Internal Revenue officials have 
nothing to do with enforcing the State law. 
so when they encounter an oleo dealer, 
they simply collect the National tax, and say 
nothing more about it. That explains the col- 
lection of so large a tax in that State.

ATTACHMENT AGAINST SOLOMON 
SAYLES. 


An attachment for $22,739 was obtained 
Wednesday against Solomon Sayles, whole- 
sale butcher, at 126 and 128 Sixth avenue, 
corner of Tenth street, by Philip J. Britt for 
J. J. Harrington & Co. for lamb, mutton and 
veal sold to him between Aug. 21 and Dee. 
21, amounting to $16,739, and money loaned 
to him on Dee. 2 and Dec. 14, $6,000. The 
attachment was granted on the ground that 
he resides at Morristown, N. J. A_ lispen- 
dens was filed on his real estate at 126 and 
128 Sixth avenue, and also on Sixth avenue, 
90 feet north of Tenth street. The attach- 
ment was precipitated, it is said, by Mr. 
Sayles forming a stock company to carry on 
the business. 





Articles of incorporation were 
filed of the Sayles Company, with a capital 
stock of $100,000, the directors being Solo- 
mon Sayles, Jacob L. Sayles, John S. Daw- 
ley, William E. Casebolt and George H. 
Orear. Mr. Sayles also transferred 59 to 67 
West Tenth street to Henry Dazian. Mr. 
Sayles has been in business since 1860. 

Mr. Charles A. Hess. of 66 Broadway, to 
whom Mr. Sayles made an assignment, was 
seen Thursday morning by a representative 
of The National Provisioner. Mr. Hess said: 

“Mr. Sayles was forced to take this step 
because of the action of an overanxious, and, 
perhaps, ill-advised creditor. The Sol Sayles 
Company was formed for the purpose of sav- 
ing a large and extensive business over thirty 
years’ standing. A large amount of capital 
was required, and people were found will- 
ing to contribute it; hence the organization 
of the company, of which Mr. Sayles is presi- 
dent and general manager, and the corpora- 
tion will continue the business heretofore car- 
ried on by Sayles. 

“As assignee, I cannot as yet give definite 
information to the creditors, but from what 
little I know of the condition of affairs, I 
think I am safe in saying that the creditors 
are likely to receive 100 cents on the dollar. 

“The mortgages that were recorded this 
morning are given to secure the confidential 
creditors who loaned money to Sayles. Sayles 
has large equities in valuable real estate in 
this city, and his inability to sell some of 
these properties perhaps had something to do 
with his present financial troubles.”

The Fertilizer Market. 


The demand for ammoniates, as well as for 
all varieties of fertilizers, has been dull dur- 
ing the week. One of the prime causes of 
this unsatisfactory ‘state of affairs is owing 
to the heavy decline in the price of cotton 
and the resulting feeling of discouragement 
by the Southern fertilizers manufacturers. 
The present lull in business seems to pervade 
all branches of the fertilizer trade.
